The most vital feature of the A. I. D. activities is, no 
doubt, the educational program. Continual insistence 
upon more adequate training for student decorators 
will go a long way towards correcting many existing. 
evils in the profession. While we feel that much has 
been accomplished by various decorators’ societies, still 
there is one shortcoming on the part of some decora- 
tors that has been frequently brought to our attention. 
This is the lack of proper professional approach of the 
decorator towards his client. For example, too often a 
decorator will allow an abnormally large discount on 
purchases to attract or hold business. Trade attracted 
under these conditions is entirely too damaging to the 
profession for the pittance collected. 

A decorator qualified through knowledge and ex- 
perience to successfully execute a fine and appropriate 
decorative scheme should receive more than a mere 
purchasing agent’s commission for services rendered. 
“Every man is worthy of his hire” and a professional 
decorator is certainly worthy of a professional fee. It 
is not so much the title that the interior decorator ac- 
quires but it is the respect that that title commands

Where once the exclusive man- 
sion could boast of parquet or other 
trick flooring, the decorator can now 
adopt a variety of products in 
the hard surface flooring field 
that are even richer in many 
ways than the mansions of old 
once possessed.

OW often the things that we have 

become tired of or considered of 
small value are put away to be for- 
gotten and years after they are dis- 
covered by others and become a 
source of inspiration.

| Jean C. Alling of Northford, Con- 


necticut, whose ancestors had stored 
these materials away many genera- 
tions ago. ) 

Old in years but young in imagin- 
ation, Miss Alling perceived the pos- 
sibility of having some of the prints 
that made up this old quilt repro- 
duced into modern fabrics for the 
homes of 1937. Approaching a large 
manufacturer they too saw the possi- 
bilities of creating an interesting col- 
lection of these prints for drapery 
and upholstery materials that would 
interest the decorator. 

The name Perriwigg (the old spell- 
ing) has been attached to the prints 
that are reproduced from these hun- 
dred-year-old swatches. Those who 
delve into the history of fairly obso- 
lete cognomens will recognize the 
word Perriwigg as a head dress 
formerly worn for ornament or as a 
mark of dignity and rank in England 
in the XVI and XVII Centuries. The 
caption, Perriwigg Boxes, in the 
trunk maker’s advertisement that ap- 
pears in the lid of the trunk fur- 
nished the ideas for naming these 
prints as such. 

From the small squares of fabric 
that made up the quilt, such as hand 
block linens, chintz, valances of toile 
de Jony, several interesting patterns 
have been selected for the decorative 
market. 

Two of these prints are herewith 
illustrated as well as the trunk and 
historic patchwork quilt from which 
this idea originated.

able bed. Speaking of beds, the four 
poster with a canopy had a distinct 
fascination for many of them, al- 
though some of the modern loving 
group desired a simple bed or a stu- 
dio couch. 

An interesting commentary on the 
modern child was the fact that the 
most essential piece of equipment for 
the child’s room, after the necessary 
bed, table and chair has been select- 
ed, seemed to be a typewriter.

The application of special designs 
and motifs, because of improved man- 
ufacturing methods adde surprisingly 
little to the cost of the flooring.

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flooring for semi-public and public 
rooms, today, however, more atten- 
tion is being paid to securing smart 
style effects in these rooms. 

For example, the attractive private 
office, as shown on page 16, created 
by D. Lorraine Yerkes, uses a black 
and cream rubber tile floor in a 
block pattern. This semi-conservative 
design is a very effective match for 
the classic wall paper and furniture. 

Ingenious decorative motifs reflect- 
ing the service of transportation com- 
panies are often adopted by decora- 
tors for use in the reception rooms 
of these companies. An example of 
this is the club house of the du Pont 
Airport, as illustrated on page 18. 
A ruby and white compass inset on 
silver gray and white airplanes be- 
fore the fireplace remind one of the 
winged service available. 

The French steamship lines have 
a large circle practically occupying 
the entire floor area of their recep- 
tion room in Rockefeller Center. The 
center of the circle has a compass 
while the outer edge is decorated 
with signs of the zodiac. Thi is il- 
lustrated on page 18. 

Speaking of ships and shipping, 
a very attractive installation on the 
S.S. “Republic” is illustrated on page 
19. The entire decorative scheme 
is early Colonial with pine paneling 
and beamed ceilings. In harmony, 
the composition flooring is a quiet 
and dignified parquet design with a 
plain border. 

By using composition flooring the 
decorator can readily tranefer the 
center of decorative interest that has 
traditionally - been the walls and 
ceiling to the floor area. Especially 
in large public rooms where a good 
portion of the floor must be left un- 
obstructed it is often very desirable 
to have an important decorative mo- 
tif.

stone flooring that is usually a per.

changed during various alterations. 

An interesting decorative effect 
has been attained in the Astor Hotel 
lobby with large squares of asphalt 
tile divided by a narrow white line.

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collection of little china, ivory and 
wood pigs and the screen pictures in 
a very decorative manner pigs among 
green foliage. 

An attractive eighteenth century 
combination living room and library 
is created by Lenert-Hodes as shown 
on page 14. The focal point of deco- 
ration is formed by a carved fireplace 
in pickled pine flanked by mirror 
panels and adjoining bookcases. This 
light tone is repeated in the pine 
desk and in the background of 
a bois de rose, “texture” fabric cover- 
ing the sofa. Light terra cotta walls 
set off the mahogany furniture and 
are very harmonious with the flow- 
ered linen draperies in soft tone 
shades ranging from pinky-beige to 
deep mahogany tones. The homelike 
atmosphere is increased by a pair of 
comfortable easy chairs, quite Vic- 
torian in influence. Their modern 
“texture” velvet covering in a warm 
golden brown forms a pleasant con- 
trast to the deeper tone of the carpet. 
A black lacquer coffee table provides 
a color accent and a colorful Chinese 
print is harmonious and adds a fresh 
note in the “soft tone” scheme. 

For a lover of literary pursuits 
there is another interesting arrange- 
ment developed by Lenert-Hodes and 
illustrated on page 15. In this inte- 
rior one whole wall is taken up by 
bookshelves which are built in three 
sections so that they may be rear- 
ranged or moved conveniently. The 
center section consists of a breakfront 
bookcase with a concealed bar in the 
lower cabinets. The upper part may 
be used for sporting trophies or ob- 
jects of art, - The side sections will 
accommodate a great number of 
books. Further increasing the utili- 
tarian value of this combination 
there are additional cabinets and 
abundant drawer space for smaller 
things. 

In front of the modern corner win- 
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dow is a light painted card table and 
chairs for an agreeable foursome. 
The table may be extended for din- 
ing service. Deep blue carpet and 
blue-gray walls enlivened by bright 
yellow draperies create a pleasing en- 
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semble for several dark mahogany 
pieces in the room. 

Very rich in its color scheme is a 
smaller, informal room on page 10, 
shown as the frontispiece, also by 
Lenert-Hodes. The decorative scheme 
is built around a modern water 
color in tones of fresh green and 
wine which adorns the wall over the 
couch. In this setting the restful 
simplicity of modern furniture proves 
particularly suitable in developing a 
truly mannish interior. The rather 
severe effect is emphasized by a 
striped wall paper in_ raspberry 
shades. The carpet is a dark rasp- 





berry twist weave broadloom and the 
same color is repeated in the stripes 
of the cellophane draperies. An in- 
teresting treatment of the cornice 
board is worth noting. This is cov- 
ered in the drapery fabric and trim- 
med with silver nails to blend with 
the light stripes. 

A fresh contrast is obtained by 
blue-green rough cotton covering on 
the couch. Leather in the same shade 
covers the large modern easy chair 
and also the top of the oak desk, add- 
ing a touch of discrete luxury.

Among individual pieces of furni- 
ture suitable for the sometimes lim.

is a very unusual cabinet designed by 
Alexander H. Girard, illustrated on 
page 15. This dignified modern piece 
has a very utilitarian purpose as the 
lower part conceals a dining table 
large enough to seat eight people 
comfortably. The design reflects the 
originality and simplicity so charact- 
eristic of Mr. Girard’s work. The 
straight walnut grain, and the rich 
pattern in the myrtle burl on the 
lower section lend a very decorative 
quality and eliminate any feeling of 
uncompromising angularity to this 
notable modern piece. A further en- 
riching note is found in the upper 
doors of a beautifully etched gold 
mirror which blends with the rich 
tone of the wood. 


In comparison to bachelors’ living 
rooms and libraries very little atten- 
tion appears to have been given to 
the decorating of their bedrooms. 
This is perhaps not attributable to 
any lack of interest on the part of 
the client. Possibly he is too hesi- 
tant in asking a decorator’s assistance 
for a scheme which may have to be 
executed on a more modest basis than 
allowed for other rooms. If the dee- 
orator is interested in keeping within 
a more limited budget there might 
sometimes prove to be a source for 
additional business. 

A modern bedroom decorated by 
W. & J. Sloane illustrated on page 12 
shows how the utmost simplicity can 
have a great deal of charm when it 
is treated in an artistic manner 80 
that the broad masses have an effec- 
tive value because of their unity and 
relation to each other.

The fur rug on the floor is a 
bold touch which, complemented by | 
silver trimming on the furniture and | 
the beige “doeskin” bedspread, re- | 
lieves the monotone effect of the 
color scheme. 

It is surprising how few decorators 
have invaded the domain of bachelor 
existence. So few examples of pro- 
fessionally decorated bachelor rooms 
seem available that one wonders 
whether it is the lone man or the 
pre-occupied decorator who is to 
blame.
